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I have talked about civilization 
and all it stands for as being the 
show of shows—and I have always 
insisted that it’s worth watching. 

It’s interesting to me because of 
what the different forces of civil- 
ized life are doing to the common 
man. I like to study his reaction to 
different movements, religions, the- 
ories—parties, ideologies, races... 

I think my reaction to this 
spectacle of man strikes pretty 
close te a norm. I like any so- 
cial ferce which tends to raise 
the character of man—the com- 
mon man—because, in my “sel- 
fish” reasoning, I am also 
helped . . . And when it comes 
to any force which tends to 
lower the character of man, I 
am against it for the same rea- 
son... 

That is why I have gone whole- 
hog in my support of the union 
movement ... To me, after long 
centuries of the individual being 
pushed around,—it was his first 
chance to raise his face to the 
heavens and declare he was free. 
He did it with the help of his fel- 
low men. It was teamwork for 4 
great cause and it worked .. . It 
gave human beings, no matter what 
they looked like, regardless of their 
1.Q., the break they needed to de- 
velop . . . Civilization can not be 
cultured when its population is 
partly free and mostly slave .. . It 
takes the contribution of all the 
people to build up a country... 
The union movement has proved 
itself—it’s a great social force—it 
has done tremendous good. 


Follewing the same line of 
thought, the reason I am op- 
posed to Proposition No. 12, in 
the light of life being the show 
of shows, because it’s so reac- 
tionary—it wants to push man 
back into the age of ignorance 
and cultural blackness . . . It 
wants to take away every social 
gain he has made through this 
collective bargaining — through 
sacrifice that his son might en- 
joy the things he could only 
dream ef. 

You see, man and his stage of 
world, is by nature a builder. He 
wants to see things progress. 
Growth to conclusion is one of 
man’s destinies—and to smash the 
things he has built is ruination of 
his desire to progress. It’s like 
smashing the statue of Michael- 


angelo just before it is completed. | 


If this is done, the sculptor loses 
interest. Man doesn’t build just to 
see his creations destroyed. And if 
he is frustrated in this regard he 
becomes less a man—that is when 


you see the decline of civilization. | 


And now today the proponents 
of Proposition No. 12 wish to take 
away the rights men have dreamed 
of for centuries—their right to or- 
ganize and bargain collectively, and 
to establish wages and hours, and 
healthful working conditions. Just 
to satisfy their irrational and fren- 
zied hate for labor, and to profit by 
sweat-shop exploitation of workers 
—these men have spent a good 
many hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars to achieve their end. 

No one who wants to see the 
scheme of things work out on this 
stage of the world can possibly en- 
dorse Proposition No. 12... It takes 
a small mind—a mind which is 
selfish, and doesn’t even know about 
the rest of the world—doesn’t un- 
derstand what the brotherhood of 
man means. 

But that is what makes up the 
Show of Shows—the builders and 
the destroyers—those who live and 
those who are dead though they eat, 
sleep and breathe.

_| Matthew Woll, vice_presi- 


dent of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, announced the 
| formation of a Free Trade Un- 
| ion Committee by the Labor 
League for Human Rights, relief 
arm of the AFL, for the purpose 
of raising a minimum of $1,000,000 
from AFL members during Janu- 
ary, 1945, to aid in the re-establish- 
ment of independent democratic 
trade unions in Europe and South 
America. 

According to the formal state- 
ment issued by Mr. Woll, who is 


|Human Rights and will be chair- 
|man of the newly organized com- 
| mittee, this move is an outgrowth 
;of the American Federation of 
| Labor’s conviction that “without a 
| free trade union movement, it will 
| be impossible to rebuild a demo- 
porate Europe.” 


“A permanently crushed labor 
movement. abroad,’ the state- 
ment declares, “will mean that 
we have failed to win the war 
of ideas that we have been 
| fighting against Nazism and 
Fascism.” 


Pointing out the probable effects 


,of such a failure on American 
|labor, American industry, and the 
| future peace of the world, Mr. Woll 
| warned that “forced and impover- 
|ished labor in Europe will lead to 
\the flooding of world markets with 
|cheap commodities. It will be a 
}threat to American industry and 
| will inevitably result in a danger- 
;ously lowered standard of living 
for American workers. Beyond all 
this, the existence of forced and 
|impoverished labor in Europe will 
set the stage for violent economic 
conflicts which cannot but lead to 
a third world war.” 

“The American Federation of 
Labor now constitutes the mos 
powerful and vigorous democratic 
labor organization in the world,” 
he continued. “It is to us that the 
workers of Europe are looking for 
the vitally needed practical assist- 
ance that must be forthcoming if 
their trade unions are to be speedily 
and democratically rebuilt. 


“In accepting this task, the AFL 
recognizes that organized workers 
anywhere have a moral right and 
obligation to assist their fellow 
workers everywhere. More than 
that, it has been made evident 
through the tragic events of the 
past decade that free trade union 
movements are the strongest bul- 
warks of peaceful and democratic 
nations. In addition, the restoration 
of Europe’s free trade unions will 
be the most effective way to main- 
tain existing high living standards 
of American workers, since it will 
eliminate the ruthless competition 
resulting from oppressed, under- 
paid, slave or forced labor abroad. 

“Failure to stand by the demo- 

cratic forces within the Euro- 

pean labor movement in their 
continuing fight against all 
forms of totalitarianism can 
mean the end of genuine democ- 
racy in Europe for a century to 
come,” the statement concludes. 

The entire membership of the 
AFL, Mr. Woll said, will be mobil- 
ized for the January drive of the 
Free Trade Union Committee. Funds 
will be raised by local unions of 
the AFL, through the fund-raising 
apparatus of the Labor League for 
Human Rights, which includes hun- 
dreds of local Labor League com- 
mittees all over the country, as well 
as twenty-two regional directors. 
This is the same fund-raising ap- 
paratus which in the past two years 
has helped raise almost $70,000,000 
from the AFL members for distri- 
bution to the National War Fund, 
Community Chests, and the Amer- 
ican Red Cross through the United 
Nations Relief Committees of the

Cooks’ Union Receives 
Requests For 
Temporary Workers 


The Oakland Regiment of 
the United States Coast Guard 
Temporary Reserve needs men 
and women volunteers for gal- 
ley duty. The purpose of the 


organization is to enroll men for 
temporary duty to guard the docks 
and release regular coast guards- 
men for sea duty. 

The regimental barracks at 9th 
and Castro streets maintains a gal- 
ley for the purpose of serving the 
men before they go on their watch 
duty. The food is prepared on 
Government Island and kept warm 
and merely served from the bar- 
racks galley. Men are needed to 
assist in this galley on the follow- 
ing shifts: 

(a) 6:00 to 12 a. m. daily 

(b) 12 to 6:00 p. m. daily 

(c) 12:00 to 6:00 a. m. daily 
Two of the above six-hour watches 

may be served each week, or if 
more convenient, three four-hour 
watches can be arranged to make a 
total of the required twelve hours 
per week. 

The regimental headquarters 
at 1801 Franklin street also 
maintains a galley for serving 
the men and women who staff 
the officers where all regimen- 
tal paper work is done. Women 
are best suited for this duty as 
the work is very light, consist- 
ing of serving sandwiches pre- 
pared and brought in from Gov- 
ernment Island and making 
coffee. 

Any man or woman able to join 
this Temporary Reserve of the 
Coast Guard and serve in the ca- 
pacity stated above will be assist- 
ing the war effort in a very im- 
portant manner, should contact the 
Cooks’ Union at 1608 Webster 
street, Oakland.

“I feel that we are doing all 
right now, and I don’t want to 
see it all spoiled; therefore, I 
believe that it is in the public 
interest that Proposition No. 12 
be not adopted.” 

Just a few days previous, Mayor 
Lapham announced that he will 
vote “No” on Proposition No. 12 in 
the November election. 

Explaining that he had weighed 
the wisdom of expressing publicly 
his opinion on a state proposition 
of this kind, he asserted: 

“I believe if Proposition No. 12 
passes, it will have a direct bearing 
on the welfare of San Francisco 
and war efforts of the nation. 
Therefore I state the reasons why 
I oppose its passage. 


“I am certain that the pas- 
sage of Proposition No. 12 will 
upset the status quo of labor- 
management relations in this 
state and will lead inevitably to 
labor disputes resulting in loss 
of man hours in industries (and 
other industries) thus adverse- 
ly affecting the war efforts of 
our city and state. 


“I am not commenting on the 
merits of the measure per se—but 
I am convinced the passage of 
Proposition’ No. 12 will retard the 
war efforts of the city and state 
and the nation.” 

Mayor Lapham’s stand followed 
on the heels of that of Robert W. 
Kenny, attorney general of the 
state of California, who, broadcast- 
ing over the Mutual Network on 
October 2nd, declared that this mea- 
sure made him angry enough to 
speak as a private citizen, and gave 
his reasons why, as a private citi-

zen, he had to speak to his fellow- 
Californians against it. 


“It is the California example of 
the great lie, the so-called ‘Right 
to Work’ amendment,” Attorney 
General Kenny said. “What is that 
measure? What is it doing on the 
ballot? The first thing that should 
be said about it is that although it 
seems to give you something,—the 
right to work,—it does just the op- 
posite. It takes something away. It 
takes away important rights of 
management and labor. The next 
thing that should be said is that it 
is a fraud. Why is it called the 
‘Right to Work’? Why do we need 
a constitutional amendment to give 
us something we already have? The 
answer to these questions is simple. 
Proposition No. 12 does not mean 
what its sponsors call it. They talk 
about the ‘Right to Work,’ but the 
amendment destroys the right of 
management and labor to make ef- 
fective agreements, it takes away 
the right of labor effectively to 
organize, and it throws into the 
discard a dozen years or more of 
progress in management-labor rela- 
tions.” 

In clear, decisive language, Mr. 
Kenny went on to explain why this 
measure is contrary to public policy, 
and how it would throw a monkey- 
wrench into the present labor-man- 
agement cooperation that is so es- 
sential to our war effort.

costs. How abysmally uninformed 


many of us are on the facts of our 
own national existence! 


The United States, before the 
war, was the foremost exporting 
nation of the world. We could not 
live alone without benefit of for- 
eign trade and maintain our stan- 
dard of living, even if we wanted 
to. The products of our factories 
and farms go to every corner of 
the globe. In 1938, our twenty best 
markets abroad for finished manu- 
facturers included Great Britain, 


Argentina, France, Venezuela, Cuba, ; 


Mexico, Sweden, Colombia, Belgium, 
Netherlands, Netherlands West In- 
dies, Germany, Briti#=h India and 
the Netherlands Indies. Who say 
we are provincial? 


Moreover, our exports were of an 
almost limitless variety, ranging 
from toys to tractors and food. 
Cheap foreign labor hindered us 
little. For example, we out-traded 
Japan in Latin America by thirteen 
to one. For every dollar of goods 
Japan sold, we exported thirteen 
dollars worth to our southern neigh- 
bors. In other words, our share of 
total imports to Latin America be- 
fore the war was 31.1 per cent 
while Japan’s share was 2.6 per 
cent. 

The question of whether we will 
trade with the world is little short 
of silly, just as is the question of 
whether our mass production and 
efficiency of our workers can meet 
the competition of underpaid pro- 
ducers across the seas. We have 
done both. Trade barriers at home 
or abroad will hurt us more*than 
they hurt the other fellow.

That an in- 
equality condition exists can easily 
be shown when we think of a man 
getting the same wages today as he 
did prior to the war in spite of at 
least a 40 per cent increase in liv- 
ing costs. When an order is given 
which should be abided by we can 
easily understand why violations 
occur unless the order is flexible 
enough to eliminate the above con- 
ditions.

Employers are businessmen, and as such depend upon 
the inviolability of contracts for the smooth, even transaction 
of their day to day affairs. If the collective bargaining contracts 
they sign for the stabilization of employe relations are in jeo- 
pardy, they cannot sign any other contract with a sense of 
security. ie. 
“Unless proposition No. 12 is defeated, collective bargaining 
contracts will be declared null and void and the legality of 
every other contract in the state will be placed in doubt. 


RIGHT OF HIRING THREATENED 

A right which all employers guard zealously, is that of hiring 
and firing. What modifications collective bargaining contracts 
have superimposed upon that right have worked out to the 
mutual advantage of both union and employer. Under collective 
bargaining, an employer does not and would not forfeit his 
privilege. He does, however, agree not to discriminate against 
union membership, not to judge mishaps dictatorily or unwisely, 
not to employ upon his premises an individual who cannot work 
harmoniously with the established personnel. But these are 
modifications which work to the benefit of employers.
